Didsbury has set up a new task force 
that will work to make the community 
self-sustaining and less reliant on private 
business, while at the same time saving 
residents money every month. 

Fiber To the Premises (FTTP) is the last 
mile of Alberta Supemet technology that 
could potentially bring TV, telephone and 
internet service together, to every individ¬ 
ual premises in and around Didsbury. 

Bill Windsor, who is spearheading the

“Allowing the private sector to come in 
and take that away is not doing our com¬ 
munity any good,” he said.

If FTTP were brought to Didsbury, it 
would be a for-profit entity that could put 
dollars back in the community hy way of a

“It comes from some narrow-minded 
individuals in an office tower in 
Edmonton, sitting in the middle of a 
metropolis, where the majority of the sys¬ 
tem is already in place," he said.

The new task force will try to tap into 
the $100 million the Rural Development 
Project Fund (RDPF) plans to inject into 
communities this fall. 

The five-member task force—three from 
the Town of Didsbury, along with Bill 
Windsor and Dave Phillips—will put 
together a business plan to present to the 
board. 

Competition for RDPF funding could be 
steep because it covers a gamut of possi- 
bilties, including ball diamonds, parks, 
hockey arenas, infrastructure and more, 
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intitiative and try¬ 
ing to get provin¬ 
cial dollars to 
fund the project, 
said FTTP would 


could include tax breaks, infrastructure 
improvements, or a museum facelift, 
according to Windsor. 

In terms of direct savings to residents, 
Windsor said Didsburians could be paying 
a quarter of the current cost for telephone 
services and a third of their current inter¬ 
net bills. 

“We could tap into the best service at the 
best price,” he said. 

FTTP would connect to the Supemet, 
using it as a backbone, and Didsbury 
would, in effect, be its own Internet 

Service Provider, cutting out the middle-

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Alberta boom leaves CHR strapped for cash 

Provincial government unlikely to provide region with bailout dollars

The Calgary Health 
Region is projecting a $70 
million shortfall this year 
as a result of Alberta’s 
booming economy, hut if 
they’re hoping the gov¬ 
ernment will make up the 
gap they could be disap¬ 
pointed. 

Kay Best, CHR 
Executive VP, said popu¬ 
lation growth is putting 
the region in a crunch , 
adding six per cent a year 
to its budget. 

While the shortfall only 


makes up three per cent 
of the total $2.6 billion 
budget, the CHR expects 
further growth will con¬ 
tinue to put a squeeze on 
health care and would 
like the government to 
respond with dollars. 

But Howard May, 
spokesperson for Alberta 
Health and Wellness, said 
the $70 million gap is just 
a projection and the 
region may be able to bal¬ 
ance its budget without 
further funding. 

“We’re talking about a 
hypothetical," he said. 

The Alberta govern¬ 



ment already injected an 
additional $6.3 million 
into the region from last 
year, for a total of $2.1 
billion in funding. 

May said the govern¬ 
ment decides on funding 
for the CHR based on its 
own budgeting process 
and that figure is firm. 

“In general, how it 
works is we negotiate 
with all of the regions in 
the province, have con¬ 
sultations, come up with 
a budget figure and that 
amount is allocated.” 

But as Alberta contin- 
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ues to grow, May antici¬ 
pates more money will 
“absolutely" flow to 
health regions in future 
budgets, just not this 
year.

“Calgary is booming, 
Edmonton is growing rap¬ 
idly as well, and Fort 
McMurray will soon be 
the third largest city (in 
Alberta),” he said. 

“There are challenges 
all over the province." 

Building and expansion 
projects like the new 
Children’s Hospital (set 
to open this fall) and the 
south Calgary hospital, 
planned for 2010, are just 
two of the reasons for the 
spending increase. 

Inflation and staffing 
growth are also factors, 
and with an estimated 
35,000 nurses, doctors, 
health-care aides needed 
over the next 10 years, 
the CHR said its budgets 
will need to expand to 
reflect that. 

Premier hopeful Ted 
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Morton, who will be in 
Didsbury July 10, told the 
Calgary Herald that 
pumping more provincial 
dollars into the public 
system wouldn’t be his 
solution to the problem. 

“We've doubled our 
budget and the wait lists 
have become longer," he 
said. 

“The public system 
needs help and that help 
can come from voluntary 
dollars in a parallell or 
mixed public-private sys¬ 
tem.” 

If the CHR is unable to 
balance its budget as 
expected, and further 
funding doesn’t come 
from the government, it 
will have to dip into its 
cash reserves.

Agricultural producers who were unable to seed commercial crops in the spring of 2005 and/or 
the spring of 2006 due to flooding and excessive moisture may be eligible for federal assistance 
through the CCPP. Coverage will be provided to all eligible producers, regardless of 
whether they are covered under production insurance. 

In 2007, the CCPP will begin operating as part of a long-term solution to spring flooding across 
the country and will only be available to producers enrolled in production insurance. In the 
interim, assistance is available to help offset the costs of restoring and protecting agricultural 
soil damaged by excessive moisture.

Canada 
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Gov’t says low rural 
enrolment to blame for 
teacher losses

In the wake of staff cuts in schools 
across the province, government offi¬ 
cials are maintaining that the renewed 
funding framework, providing dollars on 
a per pupil basis, was the right move. 

Didsbury’s Westglen school lost eight 
positions alone in the new 2006-07 budg¬ 
et, including two teachers and six sup¬ 
port staff. 

“I’m losing valuable people,” said prin¬ 
cipal Phil Coming, who called the budg¬ 
et the worst he’s seen in 20 years. “1 don't 
like to lose.” 

Sheila Graham, spokesperson for 
Alberta Education, said the cuts are a 
reflection of enrolment changes that 
affect the overall funding a school 
receives based on the per student fund¬ 
ing formula. 

“We know there are challenges, partic¬ 
ularly in rural areas where enrolment 
has been relatively flat," she said. 

“When student numbers go down 
there’s less need for teachers.” 

Enrolment at Westglen school 
decreased by 17 students from 
September 2004 to September 2005. 

But Corning said class sizes have 
already increased in recent years and 
losing staff will tighten the strain further. 


This past school year, one Grade 7 
class was cut, increasing student-teacher 
ratio up from 23-one to 30-one. 

And Didsbury isn’t alone. Across the 
province, 700 teaching positions are 
expected to be cut. 

The current funding framework pro¬ 
vides basic student grants for up to 20 
categories of student need, including 
things from transportation to textbooks. 

Graham said it’s then up to the locally 
elected school board trustees to talk and 
decide how the money will be allocated 
in their schools. 

New Democrat education critic Ray 
Martin said the schools are simply 
underfunded, but Education Minister 
Gene Zwodesky said the more money 
that is handed out, the more schools will 
want. 

The Alberta government will supply 
schools with $3.9 billion in operating 
funds in the 2006 school year, up eight 
per cent overall. 

“School boards are still coming back 
and saying it’s still not enough," he told 
the Edmonton Sun last week. 

“One has to ask the question: “when 
will it ever be enough?" 

Corning said he’s being put up against 
a wall right now and he just wants 
enough to make sure vital programs are 
maintained. 


MLA wants Ralphbucks 
put into schools

Another round of prosperity cheques 
could be better spent elsewhere such as 
on schools and other infrastructure 
according to a local MLA. 

Richard Marz joined the growing ranks 
of politicians in the province who are 
opposing Premier Ralph Klein’s wish to 
give every Albertan another $400 before 
he steps down from his post in December. 

“Prior to the $400 being mailed out last 
time, I was in dire need of three schools in 
the constituency ... I still don’t have the 
schools, so 1 am still not in favour," Marz 
said. 

“As long as I’ve got these 
schools as a priority and a 
number of road projects to 
get built, I don't think it’s a 
wise use of money.” 

Marz said with the 
money his constituents 
received from the first 
round of the so-called 
Ralphbucks, two of three 
schools could have been 
built. 

Klein’s musings of put¬ 
ting more money in 
Albertans' pockets came 
on the heels of the 
province’s announcement 
of a record budget surplus 
fueled largely in part by 
record oil and gas prices. 

The $8.7-billion surplus 
for the 2005-06 fiscal year 
is actually $10 billion when 
$1.3 billion for January’s 
prosperity cheques, which 
were not budgeted for, are 
included in the total. From 
that $10 billion. $2.7 billion 
is still sitting untouched. 

Coincidentally, the $1.3 
billion spent on the first round of prosper¬ 
ity cheques could have covered the entire 
maintenance backlog of the province’s 
public school system. 

The Calgary Board of Education alone 
accounts for $454 million of that backlog. 
A number of schools wore shut down ear¬ 
lier this year because of leaky roofs. 


Other school board such as the 
Chinook’s Edge School Division, had to 
dip into their reserves once again this year 
in order to balance their budgets because 
of cost overruns. 

Marz said giving people $400 isn’t a bad 
idea, but doesn’t believe it is what people 
need in a booming province. 

“Most Albertans are supportive of 
spending this money in a responsible man¬ 
ner to catch up on some of the backlog of 
some of the infrastructure that has been 
set aside during the debt repayment and 
we need to do that,” Marz said. 

“Every dollar government spends is 
Albertans’ money, but the schools are also 
Albertans’ schools and the 
roads are also Albertans’ 
roads and every responsi¬ 
ble Albertan would not go 
on a $400 shopping spree if 
his roof is leaking." 

The Olds-Didsbury- 
Three Hills MLA’s com¬ 
ments echo many of his 
Tory cohorts including 
almost all of the leadership 
candidates. 

Many of the most promi¬ 
nent leadership candidates 

- including front-runner 
Jim Dinning, ousted cabi¬ 
net minister Lyle Oberg, 
Foothills-Rocky View MIA 
Ted Morton and former 
cabinet ministers Dave 
Hancock and Mark Norris 

- have all spoken out 
against another round of 
the cheques. 

Only Ed Stelmach, a low- 
key rural candidate, has 
said putting money into the 
hands of Albertans in the 
form of prosperity cheques 
is better than letting 
Ottawa get its hands on provincial sur¬ 
pluses. 

Klein and his caucus met yesterday in 
Calgary to review the province’s plans for 
addressing school boards’ needs and 
whether to continue offering the contro¬ 
versial rebates. 

Marz said he planned to attend the meet¬ 
ing to express his opposition.

My favourite rodeo picture of my dad 
was taken when he was 14 years old, rid¬ 
ing steers at the Stampede. 

Back then, the kids had to mark their 
steers out of the chute (like they still do 
with broncs) and my dad’s gangly teenage 
legs were way out in front of him, his 
teeth clenched in concentration. 

I imagine him back behind the chutes 
getting ready with the pro cowboys he 
admired so much, thinking to himself “I’ve 
really made it.” 

My earliest memories of attending the 
Calgary Stampede are of sitting on the 
edge of my seat trying to mentally push 
the barrel horses to run faster. I would 
picture myself competing there alongside 
the likes of 10-time world champion 
Charmayne James, even planning out 
what I would say in my victory speech. 

But the best thing was going back to the 
wagon bams to watch the drivers prepar¬ 
ing their horses for the race. 

My cousins drove chuckwagons and my 
grandpa was an outrider for many a win¬ 
ning wagon. I never knew my great-grand¬ 
father, but I knew he was the second ever 
Stampede chuckwagon champion and to 
see his legacy continued gave me a real 
sense of pride. 

So this year, when I head down to the 
Stampede, it will be to watch my grand¬ 
pa’s muscles tighten when the whistle 
blows to start the first race of the night 
and his eyes light up as they follow the 
wagons around the track. 

As the younger generation leans for¬ 
ward on their wagon seats, pushing their 
teams of horses to pick up one more gear 
around the third comer, teeth clenched in 
concentration, his arm will shoot up in a 
hooray victory as the rigs of his family 
members cross the finish line. 

That’s what Stampede means to me.

LeClaire, 13, showed her family's 
horses in the Junior International 
Livestock Show at the Calgary 
Exhibition and Stampede on June 6, 
and says showing is something she 
sees herself doing for a long time. 

“I love doing this; 1 love being 
with the horses," she said. “I want 
to continue in this and be a vet tech 
too, hopefully.”

The LeClaire family owns 
Greenleaf Farms, just west of 
Didsbury, and runs around 50 hors¬ 
es, mostly Clydesdales, with a mix 
of riding and miniature horses. 
They breed, raise, and sell their 
Clydesdales, which LeClaire says 
isn’t always easy. 

“Selling the horses is up to dad, 
hut if my sisters or 1 are really 
attached to a horse then he won’t 
sell it,” she said. “It’s hard to sell 
them sometimes, because they 
become like part of the family." 

Showing means the family and 
their crew are up at 4am washing, 
and preparing horses. 

“We are just going all day because 
we have to show by Sam, and we all 
have to be ready for that," LeClaire 
said.

New program offers parents help

Didsbury parents will soon have a litte 
bit of help doing the “toughest job in the 
world" thanks to a new education pro¬ 
gram coming to the area. 

Parent Link is a government initiative 
aimed at improving early childhood devel¬ 
opment, before school years, and is avail¬ 
able to all parents with children newborn 
to five years old. 

Already up and running in Sundre, 
Cremona and Water Valley, it will be avail¬ 
able by the fall in Didsbury, Olds and 
Carstairs. 

Linda Simpson, who will coordinate the 
program in both Didsbury and Olds, said 
becoming a parent can be very scary and 
a support system like this one can be valu¬ 
able to parents. 

“Being a parent is the most underappre¬ 
ciated job in the world and it's the most 
important, but there’s no instruction or 
support attached to it," she' said. 

“Babies don’t come with instructions on 
their heels.” 

Two parenting classes, “You Make the 
Difference" and “Active Parenting" are 
already planned. 

Simpson, w ho is a seasoned parent and 
grandparent to three children and eight 
grandchildren, is excited to bring the pro¬ 
gram to parents and said accessibility will 
be a top priority. 

There is no cost involved and gas 
vouchers will be made available for those 
w ho need them. 

Details on location, dates and times will 
be worked out based on discussions with 


parents to decide what makes the most 
sense, but it will operate two days a week 
in Didsbury and two days in Olds. 

Simpson hopes volunteers who like to 
play with babies and can share their par¬ 
enting experiences will help out. 

She admits that all children are different 
and there are a variety of ways to teach 
them, but if parents feed off of each other 
it can be really helpful. 

“It builds healthier communities,” she 
said. “That’s what this is all about.”

The juniors’ categories, Loewen 
says, have always been very popular 
and they are hoping for the same 
interest this year. There are over 80 
classes in that section. 

This year’s theme for youth that 
want to enter the post contest is, 
‘Farming in Alberta.’ 

There are new categories this year 
in some of the classes for adults as 
well. Five new baking specials have 
been added, as well as four new 
classes in the handicrafts section. A 
category for flax has also been added 


in the grains section. 

On top of all of those, there is a 
special prize which has been added 
to the quilting section. 

In the seniors’ section, which the 
committee is strongly encouraging 
all seniors to enter, a new special has 
been added for woodworking. 

The annual bench fair is held at the 
Lone Pine Hall, located 18 km east of 
Didsbury. 

If you aren’t entering anything in 
the Bench Fair — and well, even if 
you are — the public are invited to 
come view the various items the 
evening of the bench fair from 7 to 9 
p.m. 

“(People should come out) just to 
see the quality of items. There is 
some really nice stuff that comes 
out... it’s amazing what some of these 
people can grow,” Loewen said.
